not hesitate a 
moment to prefer the latter.’’ 

I put this down as a prelim- 
inary to some shop talk. As the 
city where one earns one’s liv- 
ing is always a wondrous one in 
most of its aspects, so is one’s 
job, if one be happy in it, a 
never-ending source of stimula- 
tion and interest. 

It now is about 35 years since 
I went to work, while struggling 
to stay in college, as a glorified 
copy boy whose chief chore was 
to take the play-by-play detail of 
the baseball game over the tele- 
phone. In all those years the job 
has never lost its appeal or fas- 
cination for me. So it is I like to 
talk and speak about news- 
papers, but somehow feel re- 
straint in writing of them be- 
cause, in general, a good rule is 
to talk shop within the shop. 

It is the habit of politicians 
who cannot control newspapers, 
or intimidate them, to denounce 
them as ‘‘lying newspapers,”’ or 
otherwise impugn their motives. 


This is especially true in time of | 


investigation of political admin- 
istrations, local, state or na- 
tional. 


Service 

Across 35 years I have seen the 
admitted faults of newspapers, 
but also watched an increasing 
number of them grow in respon- 
sibility and concept of public 
service. 

Currently in the news is a con- 
vincing argument that newspa- 
pers, more than ever before, are 
the best guardians of general 
public welfare, and the one bul- 
wark against corruption and in- 
justice. In _ [Illinois, Michigan, 
Florida, Pennsylvania and Geor- 
gia there are examples of this 
sort of responsible journalism. 

The Chicago Daily News put a 
digging reporter to work on @ 
suspicious situation. Orville 
Hodge, Republican leader, state 
auditor, friend. of President 
Eisenhower, the greatest GOP 
vote-getter in the state, boomed 
as the next governor, was suSs- 
pect. The Republicans had nomi- 
nated him. He was again heading 
up the speaking drive to start the 
Eisenhower bandwagon rolling. 
And the News was, and is, a sup- 
porter of the administration. 


Facts 

Yet the digging reporter uncov- 
ered as facts that the auditor had 
cashed fake vouchers and de- 
prived the tax payers of some 
$800,000 — maybe more. Shady 
connections in his past, known to 
the GOP, also were revealed. 
The end is not yet. 

A newspaper drz up the facts. 
No one else bothered with it. 

In Miami a reporter exposed a 
brazen, cruel steal aimed e» 
pecially at retired persons, Un- 
scrupulous land developers had 
sent out brochures picturing 
paved streets, shopping centers, 
recreational areas, and so on 
when, in fact, the 
either swamp or water, or iso 
lated acres, and accessible only 
by trails and a narrow, sand 
road. No public official had dis 
covered it. 

In Michigan, Pennsylvania, 
Texas and Georgia, newspapers 
recently have successfully called 
attention of the people to mu- 
nicipal and state affairs which, 
in the public interest, seemed to 
require airing. 

Not all newspapers are so in- 
terested. There are still some 
which are lazy. Some have edi- 
tors and publishers who were tak- 
ing “tranquilizing pills’ long be- 
fore they were discovered by 
medical science. A few editorial 
pages prefer to run essays and 
quiet little comment instead of 
stimulating thought. 

Alert, responsible reporting of 
public affairs and politics brings 
newspapers under constant criti- 
cism. Candidates for office, lack- 
ing issues, can always ‘‘take out 
after’’ the mewspapers. Even 
some of those ‘‘tranquil’’ newspa- 
pers ‘snipe at those which try to 
do their duty. 

But more and more it is appar- 
ent that newspapers can perform 
a service no vther agency can— 
create an awareness of our public 
problems, of corruption, tyranny 
and abuse of public trust. 

Government grows bigger and 
bigger. Someone must watch it. 
While admittedly the wish may 
be father to the thought, it seems 
to me more and more people look 
to their newspaper to do so,

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The 84th Congress 
Had Eye for Votes 


Congress has adjourned after one of 
its most uneventful sessions in recent 
years. 

It’s a foregone conclusion as its mem- 
bers leave Washington that there will be 
fewer junkets abroad this summer at 
taxpayers’ expense to investigate how 
Uncle Sam’s defense and other funds are 
being spent. The members will be too 
busy convincing their constituents that 
the country’s future depends upon re- 
turning them to Washington. 

All of which leads to the conclusion 
that this election-year Congress did a 
minimum of damage, passed a few con- 
structive measures and engaged in a lot 
of politics. It managed to maintain the 
“dead center” tempo of the times. 

A new high was reached in using the 
halls of Congress as a _ vote-catching 
forum. Numerous bills were introduced 
and debated at length for that express 
purpose. Typical among them were the 
civil rights bill, the school construction 
measure, the Hell’s Canyon proposal and 
the veterans’ pension bill. But members 
of Congress wanted to be on record back 
home. | 

The session found President Eisen- 
hower opposed by the majority of his 
party on many major items of his pro- 
gram. They provided the votes to kill 
key measures. The Democrats carried the 
ball on foreign policy as the GOP strug- 
gled to return to its ways of isolation. 

Perhaps the most far-reaching meas- 
ure on the domestic side was the high- 
way construction bill. This is the biggest 
public works project in history, although 
not as large as originally proposed by the 
President. It came out as a “pay-as-you- 
go” bill, which should cushion some of 
its inflationary impact. The country needs 
roads and will build them. 

For Georgians, the session marked 
the end of the distinguished legislative 
career of Sen. Walter F. George. It was 
one of his greatest. He almost single- 
handedly saved the administration’s for- 
eign policy programs in a great bipar- 
tisan effort. His other great contribution 
was in securing passage of the social 
security measure. 

Next January there will be a new 
Congress, relieved of the immediate pres- 
sure of being re-elected. Meantime, there 
will be a lot more breast-beating and ora- 
tory before the voters give their verdict 
in November.

Well Deserved Reward 


Comes to Elias Nour 


Elias Nour, who seems as much a part 
of Stone Mountain as the unfinished 
carving on its sheer face, has received 
a Carnegie medal for his life-saving ac- 
tivities there. Along with the medal came 
a $500 cash grant. 

Mr. Nour, who knows every crack and 
cranny of the great stone dome, has res- 
cued ‘34 persons stranded on the big 
rock, in addition to any number of pets 
which have wandered too far from the 
beaten path. The particular rescue for 
which he received this award involved a 
600-foot descent down the mountain’s 
face to help one of the unwary to safety. 

Recognition of the section’s most dis- 
tinguished alpinist, who combines with 
his skill the charitable mission of a St. 
Bernard dog, is a fine and heart-warming 
thing. 


Once the Name Atlanta 
Spelled Terror Up East 


Considerable glory was added to the 
mame of Atlanta during World War II. 
Two cruisers were named after the city. 
The first was the prototype of the anti- 
aircraft cruisers and gave her name to 
that class of ships. 

Sunk in the Pacific during the early 
days of the war, she was replaced by 
another Atlanta that likewise served her 
country honorably and well. 

The Confederate Navy had an Atlanta, 
too, an ironclad ram. As long as she lay 
in Savannah harbor, this Atlanta was a 
source of worry to the ports of the east- 
ern seaboard and the blockading fleets of 
the North. But her challenge was a fail- 
ure and her end tragic. 

Writing in the June issue of the 
Georgia Historical Quarterly, Malcolm 
MacLean, a Savannah attorney, gives us 
the history of this ship. Built in Scot- 
land, she was a fast Clyde steamer and 
was bought for the Confederacy as a 
bloekade runner. As the Fingal she was 
the first of these ships to run the gov- 
ermment blockade solely for government 
account, and arrived one November 
morning in 1861 in Savannah harbor 
loaded with military supplies for the 
poorly equipped Confederate troops. 
| Sealed in the port by the Vigilant 
Union Navy the Fingal was converted 
into a ship that could fight her way 
out. She wags cut down to her deck and 
rebuilt into a floating, iron-armored 


battery and ram, like the more famous 
Virginia that played such havoc with 
Northern shipping until she was checked 
by the Union’s little Monitor. 


It took two years to convert the 
Fingal into the Atlanta. By the time she 
was ready to sail Fort Pulaski had fallen 
to the Federals, blocking the Savannah, 
and the only possible way to the sea 
was down the Wilmington River and 
Warsaw Sound, a route closely guarded 
by the Northern fleet. 


Both sides watched carefully. The 
North was heavy with fear and Con- 
federate hopes were high. The Atlanta 
dropped downstream in the early morn- 
ing hours of June 17, 1863. Two Federal 
monitors, the Weehawken and the Nahant 
were waiting for her. Several steamers 
loaded with passengers came down to 
watch the fight. 


It was an anticlimax. The Atlanta 
fired on the Nahant but missed. Then 
she ran aground. Punished by five shells, 
one of which wrecked her pilot house, 
she surrendered.

Steel Strike Settlement 
Means More Inflation 


The steel strike is being settled just 
about on schedule. As predicted, it is 
ending before the political conventions 
and after the steel companies had done 
considerable whittling down of inven- 
tories. 


No one yet has estimated its cost to 
the companies, to labor and to the coun- 
try at large, but it will be considerable. 


While everyone is relieved that the 
settlement has been reached before ma- 
jor damage has occurred to the economy, 
the question remains about its ultimate 
cost. The thought persists that the effect 
of the strike and its settlement will be 
felt for many months and that there is 
no victory for anyone. 

The cost of all consumer items using 
steel will be higher. By the time it reach- 
es the consumer, the increase in wages 
will be much greater than the actual 
wages themselves. The markups will be- 
gin with the industry itself and continue 
all the way to the retail level. The price 
of automobiles are bound to increase by 
amounts ranging from $100 upward. 


It will generate a further round of 
inflation that eventually will be felt in 
the entire economy, running the cost of 
living ever higher. It will increase the 
cost of national defense by many millions, 
millions of taxpayers’ funds. 


There is grave danger that continued 
increases in steel costs wilk price many 
products out of the mass market alto- 
gether. If markets are restricted by high 
prices, labor becomes the big loser. 


The full effect of the strike and set- 
tlement will not be felt for many months. 
But the final bill will be paid by the 
consuming public, including the steel- 
workers themselves.

I came under the benign influ- 
ence of Miss Allie and Miss Annie 
last week. They were not long in 
letting me know about the project 
that is near and dear to their 
hearts. That is a “Teacher’s 
Home’’ for Atlanta. 

This would be a convalescent or 
nursing home to which the retired 
teacher could go when she no 
longer could go it alone. 

Cost of care in a nursing home 
where one is assured of feeling 
clean and comfortable is $240 to 
$400 a month, I am told. That is 
too steep for the individual who 
is retired on a $135-a-month pen- 
sion, the average among retired 
Atlanta teachers. Some monthly 
payments are as low as $67. 

A ‘‘Teacher’s Home’”’ for Atlanta 
is a comparatively new and un- 
publicized project. 

Already it is enlisting support. 
One generous Atlantan has pledged 
$1,000 when the project gets un- 
der way. Some teachers have 
made the home a beneficiary in 
their wills. The RTA leaders have 
the feeling many of us would like 
to make gifts or bequests in the 
name of a “favorite teacher.’’ 

Money from ‘‘foundations”’ is not 
available, the RTA has been told, 
because a home for retired teach- 
ers is not an ‘“‘educational’’ pro- 
ject. I'm not so sure about that. 

It would enhance the prestige of 
the profession if young people con- 
templating teaching knew the com- 
munity cared enough about teach- 
ers to make adequate provisions 
for them in their old age. 

That reminds me. If you talk 
to Miss Allie Mann, she'll tell you 
a few things about inequities in 
the teacher pension plan, too. She 
told the candidates for the Legisla- 
ture in Fulton and DeKalb the 
other day. 

They promised to do what they 
could about it.

But he didn’t expect to get it and 
his own personal instinct is to want 
to devote himself in the future ei- 
ther to private or public service in 
foreign affairs rather than to con- 
tinue in elective politics. 

I’rankly, there is always the pos- 
sibility that Stassen might be right, 
that Nixon could be a 6 per cent— 
and therefore, perhaps, a_ fatal 
drag on the ticket. Only the elec- 
tion can tell.

Republican Party. Though Stassen’s prompters in this anti-Nixon cams 
paign have remained thunderously silent, they include persons highly 
placed, who belong to the Eastern internationalist wing of the party 
that promoted the nomination of Gen. Eisenhower in 1952, of Thomas 
E. Dewey in 1944 and 1948 and of the late Wendell L. Willkie in 1940. 


Stassen has trained politically 
with this wing of the party since 
1940, when he was floor manager 
for Willkie at the Philadelphia con- 
vention. 


Since then, this wing of the party 
has won every national convention. 
But Congress continued largely 
under the domination of another 
wing, less liberal on domestic pol- 
icy and nationally-inclined on fvur- 
eign policy, which for a long period 
found an anchor in the late Sen. 
Taft of Ohio. It is still strongly 
entrenched in the party organiza- 
tion, particularly in the Midwest, 
where its strength is concentrated. 

This hard-core, conservative, 
orthodox GOP group backed Sen. 
Taft unsuccessfully for the Repub- 
lian nomination against the 
Messrs. Willkie, Dewey and Ei- 
senhower. 

Now, as for today, Stassen’s war 
on Vice President Nixon bespeaks 
the fear of the Eastern, interna- 
tionalist, moderate wing. with 
which he is affiliated that, in a 
second Eisenhower administration 
when the President can exercise 
much less control than now, the 
young, aggressive and politically 
adept Nixon might gain control 
of the party if he still occupied 
the strategic position of vice pres- 
ident. 

This might especially be so if he 
enlisted the help of the GOP con- 
servative wing, 

Dick Nixon’s record in Congress 
as a member of the House and 


Senate would seem to identify him 
more closely with the conservative 


wing of the party. As vice presi- 


dent, however, he has been a loyal 
Eisenhower supporter which dem- 
onstrates his maneuverability on 
policy and philosophy. 


Accordingly, Nixon is not trusted’ 


completely by the Eisenhower 
wing of the party, including some 
persons in inner White House coun- 
cils. They recognize in him a reste 
less ambition capable of treading 
carefully along the path of expe- 
diency as necessity dictates, 

All of which is reflected in the 
Stassen effort to get him out of 
the way. 

Restraint is gone with outlaw of 
the third term which was initiated 
by the 80th Republican Congress 
midway of President Truman's 
first term. 

Consequently, the very minute 
that President Eisenhower has 
taken his oath of office for a sec- 
ond term—if he should be re- 


elected—there will begin a strug-: 


gle for control of the party and 
for the ‘‘succession.’’ 

In such contests, which we may 
expect hereafter, a President will 
gradually retire to the sidelines 
with only such influence as Comes 
from his personal prestige and 
popularity, among the rank and 
file of his party and the people 
generally.

Dear Mrs. Ricker: 

I guess I am just an average 
worried mother of a 15-year-old 
girl. She has been allowed to 
attend various kinds of mixed 
group parties and has had 
mixed parties here at home. 
She has also attended formal 
dances with one of the parents 
driving the couples to the dance 
and another’s parents picking 
them up afterward.

I receive many letters from 
both teen-age girls and 
parents regarding car dates 
but it is difficult to give a 
standard answer to the ques- 
tion, ‘“‘How old should a girl be 
before she is allowed to have 
car ?”

parent worries when a dauch- 
ter first starts dating in cars, 
whether she is 15 or 18.

How- 
ever, it seems to me the basio 
problem is a matter of trust.

Two small boys with boxes slung around their necks are next 
in the parade, picking up the sticks which hold the slips of paper 
but leaving the paper itself. And then the loading crews take 
over—tough, strong laboring men hired by the tobacco com- 
panies to load the newly bought tobacco into waiting trucks and 
railroad cars. 


The incredible speed with which this procession moves through 
a warehouse takes your breath away. To a woman who can make 
ar hour’s work out of buying a new lipstick or a pair of stockings, 
it’s unbelievable that a farm family’s long labors can be resolved 
so rapidly. While the sale is going on bookkeeping crews in the 
office are totaling up each farmer’s sales and writing his check— 
and the astonishing thing is that many of them do this work 
without the aid of adding machines. 

‘‘Machines are too slow,’’ a math teacher employed in a 
Moultrie warehouse told me. ‘An old hand at this can add up a 
column of figures in his head faster than he can write it down.”’
